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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks are not persuasive. 
For example, Applicant remarks that "Gleditsch fails to teach or suggest a method, system or module which receives at least one 
projected requirement from a customer". The Examiner does not concur. Gelditsch discloses a system and method that may modify 
order acknowledgement and resource planning projection each time new information is input (col. 6, lines 13-15). Geldtisch further 
discloses a method when a new customer order for a product is received (col. 12, lines 10-1 1), based on a forecast consumption policy 
(Figure 7a, Ref. no. 308). The amount of a given product is inputted block 302 (Figure 7a; col. 12, lines 11-12) and the RBCD date is 
inputted for the order at a block 322 (Figure 7a). The RBCD is the date at which the order for the product is entered into the system which 
is generally set as the number of days greater than the amount of days in pipeline that the product is promisted to be ready for delivery 
(col. 12, lines 48-52). For example, if a customer orders a product to be delivered in 20 days, and it takes four days to manufacture the 
product, RBCD is set at 16 days (col. 12, lines 52-55). Such forecast consumption policy with the ordering of product by inputting the 
amount and the date are considered the projected requirement from a customer. Furthermore, Applicant remarks that "Gleditsch further 
fails to teach or suggest a method, system, or module which receives standard orders which includes a quanity of goods immediately 
required by the customer". The Examiner does not concur. Gleditsch discloses a system that uses an algorithm that adjusts the 
quanitites in a manner that preventes the total demand quantity for any day from exceeding the amount of raw material and other 
resources that was planned to be avaialble for that day (col. 5, lines 14-17). Therefore, unanticipated customer orders on the order date 
can be met (col. 5, lines 17-19). Such unanticipated customer orders are considered the standard orders. 
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
